.andYMonfieur de. la Lande perf{waded Cavalier to 
write a Submiilive Leiter to the Marshal de Villars ; 
and, ‘tis {aid, at parting threw a Purfe of 100 Pittoles 
‘to Cavalier’s Men, telling them it was to Drink the 
King’s Health ; but they would not take ic till their 
DLeadet gave them leave.) Cavalier’s Letter is,. tis 
-faid,'fent to the King ; and.what makes it believ’d 
the. Marthal was pleas'd with it,is, his having order'd 
-Cavalier’s Father and Brother to be fince fet at Li- 
berty. Fhe Interview of Monfieur de la Lande with 
“Cavalier, was on the 13th Inftanc: The«fame Day 
the Body of Camifars commanded by Roland, who 
were ignorant of what was Negociating, fell upon the 
‘Batrallion of Tournon near Florac, and ykill’d the 
Lieurenant-Collonel, 8 Captains, feveral Lieutenancs, 
‘and about 200 Soldiers ; but being inform’d after- 
wards of what had pa(fsd at that Interview, viz. 
that a Sufpenfion of Arms for 4 Days was then a- 
‘greed on, to the end Cavalier might acquaint the o- 
ther chief Officers of the Camifars with his Proceed- 
ings towards an Accotrimodation, Roland fent back 
‘the Prifoners which he took in that Action, as alfo the 
“Cloaths of the Royalifts who were kil’'d. Yefter- 
day, Cavalier having defir'd an Interview with 
the Marfhal de Villars, it was granted him; and 
Monfieur de la Lande went to Vefenobre with a Par- 
ty of Dragoons, and leaving fome Hoftages with Ca- 
valier’s Mén, conducted him to this City accompa- 
nied by 17 of his Followers, among them onc of his 
‘Brothers of 12 Yearsof Age. The Marfhal and the 
Intendant of our-Provirnce receiv’d him in the Gar- 
den of the,Francifcans, ard had a Conference with 
him of 2 Hours and a half long.
